1    i>  ,il  once  .1  sinj^ul.ir  and  a  liappy  cicutnstancc    that     the    most    notahle    May 
Day  riimmeinoralion   in   llie   British    lanpiie   should   lake   place   in   a   city  only 
cut    from   the   virtim   forest    filly   or   so  years   a^o.   a   cily    situate   six   liious.uid 
miles   from   the  Old   Land   where   the   heautilul   custom   orij^inatcd. 

I  he  words  "most  notahle"  inay  sUKSest  exaggeration,  "^et  their  use  is  ahso- 
lulely  justilialile.  I.ngl.ind  is  the  home  ol  May  D.iy  cclehrations  and  of  hundreds 
ol  M.iy  Queens,  and  of  ,is  many  dclightlul  crowning  ceremonies,  holli  m  villages 
and  upon  the  outskirts  of  towns,  i^ut  never — no,  not  even  at  Knutsford  or  in  the 
garden  cily  of  Letchworth — has  the  present  writer  witnessed  the  crowning  of  the 
May  Queen  upon  such  a  scale,  or  hetore  so  m.uiy  thousands  of  spectators,  as  upon 
the  half  do/en  occasions  when  he  has  had  the  good  fortune — always  in  glorious 
sunshine-  to  witness  llie  ceremony  and  the  Maypole  dancing  at  the  F^oyal  City 
ol    \ew    Westminster. 

A  well  known  old  Londoner,  «ho  has  seen  many  commemorations  in  Ijotli 
countries,  .igrees  with  this  judgmenl,  though  he  states  that  he  has  seen  the  accom- 
panying -ports  upon  a  greater  .-cale  in  the  Old  Country.  "But  never,"  he  adds, 
'have  I  seen  the  crowning  of  the  Queen  made  ,it  once  such  a  pastoral  and  civic 
ceremony,  and  nowhere  would  il  l>e  possihle  to  gather  together  so  many  ex-May 
Queens  as  uill   he  the  case  in  New  Westminster. 

May  D.iy  in  1  .ngland  dates  hack  many  years  and  there  are  still  Maypole 
streets  and  M.iypole  alleys  in  various  places  where  once  the  Maypole  raised  itself 
and    children    danced    upon    the    greensward. 

I  pim  one  occasion  England  had  what  has  come  down  in  history  as  the 
"i.vil  May  Day."  i  his  occurred  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  when  the 
city  ol  London  was  o\errun  hy  JVench  peo|ilc  and  the  apprentice  boys  of  London, 
l)ehc\ing  that  the  I- rench  were  too  much  in  the  popular  eye,  and  disliking  their 
foreign  ^    lys,  l)rought  about   a   riot. 

I  l.(  result  was  thai  1 4  of  the  apprentices  were  executed  and  400  were 
marched  llirougii  the  streets  with  nothing  on  but  their  shirts,  and  with  their  hands 
tied  behind  them  and  halters  round  their  necl^s,  to  Westminster.  I'he  population 
was  touched  by  the  youth  of  the  offenders  and  cries  of  "Mercy"  arose.  These 
KMclicd  the   Royal   ears  and  the  King  ()ardoned   the  apprentices. 

Liter  on  May  Day  was  given  over,  to  a  large  extent,  to  the  milk-maids,  who 
g.irlanded  their  palls  with  flowers  and  marched  through  the  streets  of  London. 
-Str.inge  to  say  the  chimney  sweeps  also  made  a  festival  of  the  day.  In  England  a 
curious  feature  of  our  own  time  has  fieen  the  fact  that,  led  by  several  prominent 
ritualistic  clergymen,  a  hint  was  taken  from  Erance,  and  the  crowning  of  the 
Rose   Queen    has,    to    some   extent,    eclipsed    the   crowning    of    the    May    Queen. 
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Which  IS  a  reminder  llial  New  Weslminsler  c,,n  cl,.in,  ,.  lady  prominent  in  artistic 
and  hterary  circles,  and  sv\u>  has  rtcenlly  lakcn  a  pari  „.  am,.leur  theatricals, 
whose  throat  is  adorned  will,  a  hcaulilul  hilli-  nniainenl  uluch  she  wore  as  a  Kose 
Queen  in  England.

On  the  17th  of  Octnl.er,  IHJ8,  there  sailed  Irom  i.iiKl.ind  on  hoard  the 
clipper  ship  Ihames  City,  a  company  of  Royal  l'.nt,'ineers  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  H.  R.  l^uard,  F^.l...  the  continKent  consi  ai^  ol  JIH  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men,  31  women  and  34  cKildien.  .Alter  a  ted...  is  passage  around 
Cape  Horn,  the  parly  arrived  at  F.s(|uimall  on  April  12,  183'),  .At  F".s(|uimall 
the  party  was  joined  by  Colonel  R.  C.  Moody.  Capt.  J.  M.  Grant,  Cipt.  R.  M. 
F^.rsons,  Lieut.  .A.  R.  Lempriere  and  Lieut.  H.  S.  Palmer.  ,ilso  Dr.  Seddall  as 
medical  officer.  Ihey  were  immediately  embarked  on  the  I'.li/a  Anderson  and  were 
sent  forward  lo  their  future  home— the  camp  of  QueensboroUKh,  as  New  West- 
minster was  then  known,  and  from  thai  date  what  is  now  i  flourishing  city  .md 
the  centre  of  the  a»rici-'  ..ral  district  of  the  I'raser  X'alley  owe^  it^  advancement. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  party,  the  camp,  due  lo  lis  change  from  .New  L.ingley, 
or  Derby  was  found  to  l)e  incomplete  and  only  a  small  portion  of  the  site  cleared. 
A  number  of  the  party  found  accommodation  on  loird  the  Hudson  [5ay  Company 
briganline  Recovery,  which  w,is  lying  at  anchor  opposite  the  camp  site,  the  re- 
mainder going  under  canvas. 

.At  the  time,  the  only  signs  of  human  hni)italion  were  a  crude  jelly,  a  saloon 
conducted  by  I".  J.  Scott,  late  of  Port  Moody;  a  butcher  shop  conducted  by  the 
late   Robert    Dickenson:   a   grocery  by   W.   J.   Armstrong  and  a   l)akcry   by   Phil

i  he  summer  of  I85H  found  the  f-.ngineers  busily  engaged  clearing  the  amp 
site,  constructing  barracks,  married  men's  (juarlers,  and  a  church  (St.  Mary's 
Anglican),  while  lime  w.is  found  to  survey  the  city  site.  Parlies  were  sent  out  on 
survey  work,  the  most  notable  work  being  the  first  and  most  difficult  section  of 
the  ^ale-Ciriboo  waggon  road  and  the  Hope  Mountain  1  rail.  I  he  Lngineers 
also  formed  the  gold  escort  fro:r,  the  C.iriboo  country,  ihey  built  the  first  school 
house;  they  designed  the  first  British  Columbia  Coat  of  Arms  and  the  first  postage 
stamp  used  in  the  colony;  they  built  at  their  own  expense,  a  reading  room,  library 
and  theatre,  in  which  many  interesting  entertainments  were  held  during  the  winter 
months,  as  will  be  remembered  by  many  old   residents. 

The  name  of  Queensborough  caused  some  aissatisfaclion,  and  the  matter  was 
iubiuitttd  lo  tiie  late  Queen  \  iclori.i,  wi.o  n.'.tr.ed  the  cily   Now  Westminster.

sides  of  the  intern.itional  line,  whose  business  it  is  to  "follow  the  fairs"  and  lo 
judge  with   impartiality. 

It  was  the  dauntless  spirit  of  the  pioneer  of  fifty  years  ago  that  made  the 
R.  A.  &;  I.  Society  possible.  I  hat  same  fearless  desire  to  achieve  and  lo  succeed 
and  grow  larger,  is  the  very  life  blood  of  the  society  today. 

It  is  community  effort  that   builds  all    great   public   institutions. 

The  R.  A.  &  I.  has  always  stood  for  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
numf)er. 

It  is  no  selfish  organization  kept  alive  to  benefit  the  few  at  the  expense  of 
the  many.

I  hese  men  are 
the  society.  Iliey  draft  its  effort  each  year  and  their  work  is  done  gratuitously 
cxce;  ;  loi   the  exhilaration  which  comes  in  ihe  sense  ol   a  duly  well  done. 

Ihe  executive  is  m  exactly  the  same  position,  except  that  the  work  ih.y  do, 
l)y  Its  v..lunie,  is  more  cx.iclmK  and  arduous,  extending  as  il  does,  over  a  period 
of  moiilhs.  1  he  president  is  compelled  to  give  weeks,  almost  one  could  say  months, 
of  his  lime  to  the  duties  of  the  ollice,  yet  in  all  the  years  of  the  society,  he  has 
never  sought  indeninilicalion.  nor  h.is  il  heen  olfercd.  No  man,  perh.ips.  who  has 
not  filled  the  position  can  have  a  proper  conception  of  the  amount  of  detail 
unolved, 

I  here  is  one  p.iid  official.  That  is  the  manager-secretary,  lor  months  he  is 
the  hardest  worked  indiMdu.il  imaginable.  Skeptics,  have  been  heard  to  suggest, 
in  that  Mulet  unobtrusive  way  affected  by  modern  skeptics,  .nat  the  "job  is  a 
cinch." 

Well,  just  follow  D.  I-,,  a  fe-v  weeks  before  iiie  exhibition  opens,  or  better 
still,  C\  Skeptical  One.  try  to  keep  pace  with  him  while  the  big  fair  is  on.  Truly 
It  s  an  education   in  "speed-ology." 

Ihe  R,  A.  &  1.  Society."  a  civic  commissioner  of  publicity  remarked  rec- 
ently, "is  the  one  great  advertiser  of  the  Royal  City.  I  make  that  statement  with- 
out  qualification   whatsoever.    1   can  prove   my  contention: 

"  I  he  annual  exhibitions  take  place  in  the  autumn.  Thai  means  that  every 
year,  for  weeks  and  months  .ihead,  stories  in  anticipation  are  sent  broadcast  across 
Canada.  Ihe  Piovincial  Kxhibilion  is  being  held  in  New  Westminster.  If  they 
said  no  more  than  that,  it  would  bring  lo  the  attention  of  thousands  of  people,  the 
f.ict  that  the  Royal  City  is  the  agricultur.il  liub  of  the  province. 

"How  much  IS  that  worth  as  a  genuine  advertisement'^ 

"then  thousands  of  prize  lists  are  distributed,  posters  go  up  and  down  the 
country,  all  carrying  the  message  that  for  one  week  it  lea'-t,  the  very  centre  of 
production  is  at  Queen's   Park. 

"Last  year  the  Prince  of  Wales  visited  your  fair.  That  was  an  honor  accord- 
ed to  only  one  other  exhibition  in  the  Dominion  of  Cinada.  H.  R.  H.  opened 
the  I  oronto  Exhibition  and  he  opened  yours.  He  came  west  in  September  but  as 
early  in  the  year  as  April,  newspapers  throughout  the  world  were  heralding  his 
visit  to  the  overseas  dominions  and  they  carried  the  significant  fact  months  ahead 
that  he  was  coming  to  New  Westminster  to  see  the  agricultural  and  industrial 
wealth  of  the  province." 

So  much  for  a  publicity  expert's  opinion.  It  is  merely  given  here  for  what  it 
may  be  wofil'  as  the  view  of  a  neutral,   but  qualified,  observer.

II    was  ,n   1870,  jusl  hall  a  century  ago.  that  tlie  lla-„  residents  of   New   West- 
mmsler.   few   ,n  number  a.  cmparcd  w,tl,   the  present  ..puL.tton,   decided   to 
inaugurate  a  May  Day  Celehration  in  the  Royal  Cty.  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that   for  fifty  years  this  pretty  and  ,|U,unt    fete  has  i.een  continued. 

The  Hyack  Fire  Brigade  were  the  memi.ers  of  the  community  who  initialed 
May  Day  here;  the  first  May  Queen.  Miss  .\eHie  McColl,  who  afterwards  be- 
came Mrs  K.  S.  Scoular.  and  whose  death  occurred  two  years  ago  had  the  honor 
ot    being    Westminster's    first    May    Queen. 

Enthroned  upon  the  hand  pump  fne  engine,  «h,ch.  with  the  old  hand  reel  of 
hose,  constituted  New  Westminster's  fire  fighting  apparatus.  Queen  McColl  presided 
over   the   festivities   c,i    her   loyal    subjects   of    1870 

The  first  May  Pole  was  erected  at  .Sapperton.  on  the  site  of  the  Old  Govern- 
ment .House,  and  this  pole  with  but  five  streamers  was  sufficient  to  accommodate 
the  small  number  of  children  taking  part  in  those  days,  m  what  has  ever  been  the 
main    feature  of  every   May   Day  celebration. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Hyacks  earned  on  these  May  Day  celebrations 
and  at  one  time  it  was  feared  that  this  time  honored  custom  would  be  discontinued 

It  was  then  that  the  City  Band,  organized  in  the  early  days,  look  an  active 
part  and  it  is  to  their  loyal  support  and  untiring  efforts  that  the  Royal  City's  proud 
distinction  of   fifty  years  of  May   Days   is  due. 

Some  years  the  festivities  were  held  ,n  Louise  Gardens,  at  other  times  it  was 
staged  in  Alice  Gardens,  I  hen  for  a  few  years  Townsend's  Field  was  the  venue 
until  Queen  s  Park  was  available.  One  year  the  parade,  instead  of  wending  its 
way  up  Columbia  street,  proceeded  as  a  miniature  water  pageant  by  barge  and 
steamer  via  the  mighty  Fraser  Kiver.  In  latter  years  the  scene  of  May  Day  festi- 
vit.es  was_  transferred  to  Queen's  Park  where  .he  present  banner  celebration  is 
neing  hela. 

In  188  3,  the  warden  of  the  Penitentiary  refused  the  May  Day  committee 
permission  to  hold  the  annual  c.lobration  on  Go^ernment  House  grounds  con- 
tending th.it  It   would  have  a   b.       oflecl   on    the  convicts. 

Stroag  editorials  were  wntUn  ,n  the  local  press  over  this  contention  at  the 
tim.  and  many  meetings  with  government  officials  were  held.  The  Hon.  Mr  Trutch 
.ovvever.  upheld  the  warden  and  refused  to  give  his  consent  to  the  committee.  H. 
Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  New  Westminster,  thereupon  generously  offered  the  use 
ol  his  grounds,  and  after  ten  days'  delay,  the  May  Queen  was  crowned  and  her 
loyal   subjects  made  meiry. 

1.1  the  early  days  the  May  D.iy  dance  was  held  m  the  Drill  shed,  and  while 
probably  not  as  imposing  a  function  as  the  present  May  D,,v  dances  as  staged  in 
the  splendid  Arena   at  Queen's   Park,  were  every  bit   as  enjoyable 

One   feature  of   the   Royal   City's   May   Day   ,s   still   the  same,   happily,    the 
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occasion   >s  a   community  event,  purely   and  s.mply.   all  classes  lake  part   in    and 
enjoy  it. 

The  largest  turn  out  of  uniformed  men  m  a  May  Day  procession  was  that  of 
1916.  when  two  full  battalions,  each  eleven  hundred  men  strong,  were  present 

By  a  pleasing  coincidence,  and  very  appropriate  as  well.  J.  J.  Johnston,  who 
.rst  saw  the  light  of  day  in  the  Royal  City,  half  a  century  ago.  when  May  Day 
was  firs,  instituted.  ,s  this  year.  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  also,  on  this  Golden 
Anniversary,   besides   filling   the   highest   c.vic   position,    is   Master   of   Ceremonies 

As  stated  before,  the  Hyack  Fire  Brigade  started  May  Day,  Today  New 
Westminster  has  one  of  the  finert  up-to-date  fire  departmentt  lor  a  cty  of  it. 
sue,  on  the  North  American  continent,  and  this  year  Fire  Chief  Watson,  head  ol 
tins  modern  department,  and  for  thirty  years,  associated  with  the  fire  fightin,  torce 
ol  the  cily.  IS  chairman  of  the  May  Day  Committee. 

The  children  of  early  days  are  the  citi/ens  of  today,  and  these  cti.ens  on 
ttiis  <l,iy  of  days,  will  be  children  again. 

The  children  of  today  will  be  the  cti/ens  of  the  futuie  and  they  will  .ee 
When  they  re.ich  manhood  and  womanhood,  that  the  May  Day  celebrations  will 
continue  through  the  years  to  come,  for  never  are  men  and  women  in  this  gloriou. 
I  mpiie  loo  old  to  be  children  for  one  day  in  the  year,  at  least. 

Arid  even  the  confirmed  bachelor  enjoys  the  frollicks  and  happy  laughter  of 
the  children.    I  herelore.  will  May  Day  live  forever  in  the  Royal  City 

Among  the  little  boys  so  joyously  taking  part  in  the  days'  festivities  ,s  , 
future  Mayor  of  the  city,  a  leading  business  man  or  two.  perchance  several  prom- 
inent statesmen,  etc..  while  yonder  little  girl  in  the  arms  of  her  fond  mother,  no 
doubt  wondering,  as  she  looks  over  the  happy  scene,  what  it  is  all  about  may  be 
a  future  May  Queen.  What  changes  may  take  place  within  the  next  fiflv  years 
no  one  can  forecast,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  in  1970,  in  the  Royal  City  the 
May  Day  Centenial,  commemmorating  one  hundred  years  of  May  Davs  will  be 
staged.

THI.S  was  the  motf.  o(  the  old  Hyack  F.re  Br.gade  wh.ch  was  organised  >n 
_  1861  ,n  honour  of  a  v,s„  pa,d  to  the  oty  l,y  Governor  Seymour,  the  motto 
havmg  a  conspic.ous  posit.on  ,n  the  old  f.re  hall  on  Columb.a.  now  the  srte 
of  the  Cay  Hall.  It  was  the  Hyacks,  in  company  w.th  the  Royal  Engmeers.  who 
were  mstrumental  m  .staging  New  WeMminster's  f.rst  May  Day  in  1870  The 
late  Mr.  F.  J.  R.chards  was  the  fns,  engineer  ,.f  the  Hyack  f.re  br.gade.  his 
photograph  now  occupying  .  prominent  position  in  the  art  gallery  at  No.  I 
Firehall. 

It  was  the  Hyacks-the  word  being  the  Chinook  for  "hurry  up"-who  were 
chiefly  instrumental  ,n  stagmg  the  first  May  Day  celebration  in  New  Westmin- 
ster, the  May  Queen,  Miss  Helen  McColl.  nding  in  state  on  top  of  the  fire 
wagon  used  way  back  m  1870.  In  1893,  the  Hyacks  having  gone  ou,  of  ex.s.ance 
as  a  fire  fighting  organization,  there  was  danger  of  the  May  Day  festival  falling 
through  on  .ccount  of  lack  of  interest  but  thanks  to  the  offer  of  the  City  Band. 
the  ceremony  was  continued   without   a   break. 

Although  the  Hyacks  we„t  out  of  existance  in  1891  when  the  city  organised 
a  paid  department,  memories  of  the  old  brigade  are  still  retained  in  New  West- 
minster through  what  IS  known  as  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Hyack  Anv.l  Bat- 
tery, under  the  command  ol  ex-Mayor  Thos.  Ovens.  The  battery  was  first  or- 
ganized in  1872.  when,  following  the  disus.  of  the  cannon  used  to  fire  the 
annual  Royal  Salute  on  May  24,  ,n  honour  of  Queen  Victoria.  Mr.  Ovens  util- 
..ed  an  old  country  custom  of  firing  powder  placed  between  two  anvils.  From  that 
year  to  the  present.  Victoria  Day  has  been  celebrated  m  the  Royal  City  by  the 
f.rmg  of  tins  battery.  Ex-Mayor  Ovens  ,s  the  sole  survivor  of  the  original  battery 
.he  other  members  having  passed  o- »r  the  great  divide  and  their  places  taken  bv 
Ihe  younger  generation,  mostly  descendants  of  original  members.
